Following the example 
and in part adopting the language of 
one of my predecessors, I wish now, 
when.every motive of misrepresenta- 
tion has away, to repeat what 
was said before the election, trusting 
that my countrymen will candidly 
weigh and understand it, and that 
they will feelassured that the .senti- 
ments dec-ared ia accepting the nomina- 
tion for the presidency will be the 
standard of my conduct in the path 
before me, charged as I[nowam with 
the grave and difficult task of carrying 
them outin the practical administra- 
tion of the goverument, so far as de- 
pends under the constitution and laws 
in the chief executive of the nation. 

The pérmanent pacification of the 
count vy pon kuch principles and by 
such tneasures a3 wiil secure the com- 
plete. j,ro‘ ection of all its citizens in the 
free e:juyment of all their constitu- 
tional rights is now the one subject in 
our public affairs which ali thoughtful 
and patriotic. citizens regard as of 
supreme importance. _ . 
Many of the calamitous effects of 
the tremendons revolation whieh has 
passed over the southern states still 
remain, The innumerable benefits 
which will surely follow, sooner or 
later, the nearty and generous accept- 
ance of the legitimate resalts of that 
revolution, have not yet been realized.
